Supermarket industry 
official defends prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail food profits of the nation’s 
su perm arket chains amou nt to “eight cents a week for the av ­ 
erage American family ,” Clarence G. Adamy . president of the 
National A.ssociation of Food Chains, said today . 
Defending the su perm arket indu stry against criticism of re­ 
tail price spreads, Adamy told a news conference the answer to 
what he described as “ these irrationally high prices of today ” 
wou ld be a coordinated attack on costs. 


He said “ profits are a dry well” for those seeking way s to 
redu ce retail food prices. 


.Adamy , whose organization represents abou t 200 su per­ 
m arket chains, said the responsibility for food inflation rests in 
inefficiencies indu ced by , in order, gov ernment regu lation, 
labor contracts and management. 


Gov ernment figu res 
hav e shown dram atic increases in 
wholesale and retail prices bu t declining farm prices. Con­ 
su m er grou ps contend those figu res m ean the middleman, su ch 
as food store chains, are making u p the difference with higher 
profits. 
“ F'ood chains do make profits, bu t not as mu ch as we his­ 
torically make and not as mu ch to m ake the technological im­ 
prov ements y ou shou ld be dem anding,” Adamy said. 


He said su permarket chain profits are now ru nning at abou t 
56 hu ndreds of a per cent of sales, com pared to 0.4 9 per cent a 
y ear ago He said they shou ld go to 0.75 per cent nex t y ear. 
The Agricu ltu re Departm ent, the statistics of which are regu ­ 
larly challenged by Adamy . pu ts the historical lev el of su ­ 
perm arket profits at one per cent of sales. 
Adamy also said that ongoing inv estigations by the Ju stice 
Departm ent and the Federal Trade Commission into anti­ 
competitiv e practices in the food indu stry are instigated by sore 
competitiv e losers, are “stu pid” and are being done by 
“ simplistic people looking for a sim plistic answer in a fru itless 
arena.” 


Agricu ltu re Department statistics — the principal target of 
the food chains in cou nterattacking adv erse pu blicity for them 
— show that retail food prices now are av eraging 15 per cent 
abov e prices of the first nine months of 19 73 
A fu ll 80 per cent of that increase has been cau .sed by hikes in 
the amou nt of the food dollar middlemen take, according to 
the statistics. 
That amou nt, called the farm -retail price spread or margin, 
often is taken to mean middlemen’s profits 
Howev er, it 
inclu des both profits and what the middlemen themselv es 
mu st pay for labor, transportation, 
processing eq u ipment 
and all the ex penses of any bu siness. 
A Wall Street Jou rnal su rv ey at the end of October showt^d 
profits for the 15 largest pu blicly owned food chains u p 115 per 
cent ov er a y ear ago. bu t sev eral chain ex ecu tiv es hav e pointed 
ou t that the percentage was not ex pressed in relation to sales 
v olu me. 
In relation to sales v olu me, profits wou ld show at a normal 
lev el or slightly below, say s Donald Perkins, chairm an of the 
Jewel Co

Bernard 
Finch 
today, 
apparently 
upholding Finch in his struggle to obtain a 
license to practice medicine in the state. 


The high court declined to accept the 
appeal of the state Board of Healing Arts, 
which had sought, a reversal of a state 
appellate decision ordering the board to 
license Flinch, who had been convicted of 
killing his wife in California 15 years ago. 
“ We will abide by the decision.” said 
Healing Board Director John Hailey in 
the wake of the decision that ends a court 
battle of several years 
“ We have no other recourse at this 
point.” Hailey added. “ We feel it is a court 
decision and the courts are responsible, 
not the board, for issuing the license,” 
The appellate court, in its decision in 
August, said that Finch, 56, had achieved a 
solid rehabilitation since his conviction 
and that the board had refused to license 
him despite a wide-ranging array of 
evidence that he has the medical and 
moral qualifications. 
“ Of course, I am pleased.” said Finch, 
who has been working as an X-ray 
technician at the Cedar County General 
Hospital since coming to Missouri in late 
1971 after his parole. 
“ I can’t really believe it yet. It’s been 
such a long battle, I can’t realize that it’s 
actually over,” he said when informed of 
the Supreme Court’s decision. 
Hailey said the board and its staff would 
consult with attorneys to determine what 
action it must take in now issuing the 
license. 
“ I don’t know if it’s automatic or 
what.” Hailey said. “ This is a new thing to 
us.” 
Unless a decision is made sooner, he 
said the board would consider the matter 
when it meets in February. 
“ I hope to get the license immediately 
because I ’m very anxious to go to work and 
do the things I ’ve studied for the last 15 
years,” said Finch, who only recently 
married his third wife, a social worker 
from Pittsburg, Kan. When informed of 
the decision. Mrs. Finch broke into tears. 
Finch plans to join the staff of the 
Eldorado Springs Medical Clinic once the 
medical license has been issued. That 
clinic is now operated by Dr. Harry 
Langeluttig 


Expressing gratitude to the courts. 
Finch said. “ I hope that this ruling will in 
some way help the thousands of ex-offend­ 
ers all over the country who need to get a 
license to return to their work, job or 
profession. 


“ I think a lot of the support I’ve had has 
been 
for 
rehabilitation 
and 
not me 
personally.” he added. 
Finch acknowledged that in view of his 
past he has found better acceptance from 
people in general than from other doctors, 
and he said it is possible he will encounter 
“ doctors 
who 
would 
like 
to 
see 
discrimination continued against the ex­ 
offender.” 
But Finch expressed the belief “ more 
likely that I will be encountering doctors 
who feel the same way as the courts of 
Missouri have.” 
Finch was convicted along with his 
secretary Carole Treghoff in 1%1 of the 
shooting death of his wife Barbara two 
years earlier only after three trials.

Court rules majority age 
law is not constitutional 


JEFFERSO N CITY, 
Mo. (AP) - The 
Missouri Supreme Court held today that a 
new law lowering the age of majority 
from 21 to 18 is unconstitutional 
The high court also ruled a juvenile 
court could not order the involuntary 
sterilization of a mentally retarded girl. 
And the court refused to consider an 
appeal by the state Board of Registration 
for the Healing Arts, which sought to deny 
a doctor’s license to R. Bernard Finch of 
H Dorado Springs. 
The action means that Finch, after a 
three-year legal battle, will have his 
license restored. The state board denied 
the license because Finch had a murder 
conviction, which caused him to lose his 
license initially. 
The majority opinion by Judge James 
Finch said it is unconstitutional 
because 
it seeks to change over 100 laws without 
setting out the specific changes, section by 
section. The state constitution says a bill 
must have only one subject in its title and 
must state the sections to be changed 
The bill gave the state reviser of 
statutes authority to change the age of 21 
to 18 in all cases where the age of 21 is a 
qualifying or limiting factor 
The decision has no effect on the rights 
of 18-year-olds to vote. That is protected by 
federal law and it recently passed state 
constitutional amendment lowering the 
voting 
age 
to 
18 
in 
the 
Missouri 
Constitution, 
making 
it comply 
with 
federal law and U. S. Supreme Court deci­ 
sions. 
The majority rights bill affected all 
other state laws dealing with the majority 
age, but did not change the law saying a 
person must be 21 before he or she can buy 
or possess alcoholic beverages 
In a celebrated Los Angeles case 15 
years 
ago. 
Finch 
was 
convicted 
of 
conspiring with his receptionist. Carole 
Tregoff, to kill his second wife. Miss Tre- 
goff has been paroled from prison and is 
working in California. 
Finch, 56, was paroled in 1971, came to 
El Dorado Springs and has worked as an X- 
ray technician. He recently remarried. 
El Dorado Springs is about 100 miles 
south of Kansas City. 
The high court also reversed a St. Louis 
County Circuit Court decision upholding 
the order of a juvenile court that a 13-year- 
old mentally retarded girl be sterilized. 
The girl now is 14. 
The Supreme Court held that the state 
Juvenile Code does not confer on the 
juvenile court the jurisdiction to order or 
authorize sterilization of a child. 
Nor does any other court in the 
state 
have 
any constitutional or statutory 
authority 
to 
order 
the 
involuntary 
sterilization of any person, the high court 
said. 
Because of the jurisdictional question, 
the majority opinion emphasized, the 
Supreme Court did not consider the 
question of whether the juvenile court used 
the correct judgment in deciding that 
sterilization was best for the girl. 
The parents had petitioned the court to 
approve the sterilization. 
The decisions were unanimous except 
in the Finch case, where Judge J. P.

Legend has it that the 
famous outlaw. Jesse James, 
refused to rob a bank in a cer- 
tain Texas com m unity 
because his favorite chiii 
parlor was there. 
There are as many formulas 
for chili con came as there 
are types of chili peppers — 61 
classified varieties of pepper 
in Mexico alone at the latest 
count. Rivalry among chili 
cooks is so great in the South­ 
west that they stage cooking 
contests where the entries are 
judged on consistency, flavor 
and the t\pe of chili pepper 
used. 
The most common dried 
chili is the large and rather 
mild ancho. But for those who 
like to live dangerously, there 
are fa r m ore pungent 
varieties, like the long, dark 
pasilla and the tiny, volcanic 
pequin. Green chilis can be 
hot. too. but they are not wide­ 
ly available. 
The origins of chili are 
clouded in legend. One ac­ 
count credits a group of nuns 
in Mexico with inventing con 
carn e. Another says a 
German expatriate living in 
New Braunfels. Tex., originat­ 
ed modem chili dishes around 
the turn of the century by find­ 
ing a way to extract the pulp 
from chili pods and mix it with 
spices to create chili powder. 
Still another account says 
an Englishman who had spent 
many years in India sampling 
various curry dishes moved to 


Texas, where he was in­ 
troduced to Mexican chili dish­ 
es. He was so impressed by 
the flavor that he began ex­ 
perimenting and came up with 
a blend of chili peppers, 
cumin seeds, oregano, garlic 
and salt, which is much the 
way chili powder is made to­ 
day. 
Most chill powder available 
in supermarkets is fairly 
mild, but you can give it a lift 
by adding ground red pepper. 
The use of chili powder in 
other dishes besides con carne 
is growing. It adds zest to 
omelets, cottage cheese, 
shellfish sauces and stews. It 
is also used to liven up pork 
and beans, soups and sausage 
products. 


Here is a recipe for chicken 
stew. 
‘ 4 cup flour 
2 teaspoons salt, divided 
‘ 8 teaspoon ground black 
pepper 
2 l31b.) chickens cut 
into eighths 
*4 cup oil 
1 pound tomatoes, diced 
1 cup diced ham (optional) 
‘ 2 cup onion flakes 
1 tablespoon chili powder 
*4 teaspoon instant minced 
garlic 
1 lb zucchini, cut into 
1-inch chunks 
Combine flour. 1 teaspoon 
salt and pepper in paper bag. 
Add few pieces of chicken at a 
time to bag. shake well and re­ 
peat till all chicken is coated 
Heat oil in large skillet. Add a 
few pieces of chicken at a 


time, brow'ning on all sides. 
Drain excess fat. return 
chicken to pan. Add tomatoes 
and ham. Combine onion 
flakes, chili powder, garlic, 
remaining teaspoon salt and 
blend into skillet Cover and 
simmer 45 minutes. Add zuc­ 
chini and cook till chicken and 
vegetables are tender, about 


15 additional minutes Serves 
8. Good with chilled dry white 
wine 


Green vegetables are as a 
rule cooked covered, but if 
you lift the lid of the utensil a 
few times during the cooking 
this will help the vegetables to
